Madrid, Dec. 13— (A.P.)—Teri 


thousand troops in full field 
equipment have gone into action 
against the revolting garrison.at 
Jaca in the north of Spain., con- 
verging upon the frontier town 
of Ayerbe where rebellious in- 
fantry and artillery engaged a 
loyal detachment in a battle at 
daybreak this morning. 


So far as could be learned in 


the face of demoralized commun- 
ications, the mutiny had not 
spread beyond the Province of 
Huesca where the rebels, various- 
ly estimated at between 1,000 and 
6,000, had massed their forces. 


The mutineers, censored in- 


formation indicated, had 
only 


such arms and equipment as 
could be seized in the Jaca gar- 
rison, and the government pro- 
fessed confidence that the revolt 
would be put down speedily. 


There were unverified reports 


that the uprising had extended 
to Saragossa, where Major Ra- 
mon Franco, the picturesque avi- 
ator, was said to be at the head 
of the movement, but virtually 
all telephone and telegraph com- 
muncation with that area was 
cut off. 


There were rumors also that 


the rebels were holding six fed- 
eral officers as hostages, threat- 
ening summary execution if loyal 
troops moved into battle. The re- 
port was that these captures had 
been made during the night 
while the rebels marched from 
Jaca to Ayerbe, where a night 
skirmish preceded this morning's 
battle. 


Madrid remained in almost 


complete ignorance of the true 
state of affairs, although the au- 
thorities insisted that the trouble 
had been confined to the region 
in Huesca about Jaca. If it had 
spread to Saragossa, the uprising 
was conceded to have assumed 
a much more serious aspect in- 
asmuch as that city is the gar- 
rison for a considerable number 
of federal troops. 


The city newspapers today 


complied with a government or- 
der and completely ignored the 
story.

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WHAT THE NAVY NEEDS 


Congress is now called on to decide whether 


the United States is to take the first step toward' 
building the navy up to the standard set t>y the 
London treaty. A program of new construction 
that will cost slightly more than $134,000,000 has 
been submitted by the Navy Department, plus a 
request for $30,000,000 more for the moderniza- 
tion of three battleships. 
, This new construction program calls for the 
building of two cruisers, one of the 7500-ton type 
and one of 10,000 tons; 11 destroyers; one 
destroyer leader; one aircraft carrier; four sub- 
marines, and 150 airplanes. And if the sum asked 
for them, $134,000,000, seems unduly large, all 
that Congress is asked to appropriate right now 
is $15,000,000, on which a start can be made. 


Just how this program will be received by 


Congress and by the country at large is 
problematical. It is probably true that the nation 
as a whole is unable to work up a terrific amount 
of interest in a big-navy program, and one 
imagines that the program will encounter some 
stiff opposition — especially in view of the fact 
that an increase in federal taxes is altogether 
likely anyway. 


What it comes down to, after all, is simply this;, 


do we want to let the London treaty remain an 
empty gesture, or do we want to keep our navy at 
the strongest point the treaty' allows? If the 
former is the'case, we can rest content with the 
paper parity obtained under the treaty and let 
aptual construction work slide; if the latter aj 
ternative suits us better, ,we might just as well 
get this construction program started at once 
The struggle between these two schools o: 
thought is apt to be extended and heated, once it 
gets started. 


As to the $30,000,000 asked for modernising the 


battleships; that, in its turn, raises again the 
whole question of the value of the battleship to 
a modern fleet. There "are eminent authorities 
who believe that the battleship has outlived its 
day; and if they are right, this $30,000,000 will be 
money wasted. On the other hand, many naval 
men insist that the battleship is still the back- 
bone of the fleet — in which case ..this $30,000,000 
is clearly an essential expenditure. The layman 
can hardly be blamed for being sadly puzzled. 


In any case, the whole program is certain to 


cause much debate. A navy is an expensive 
proposition, and since the country is far from 
being unanimous about it the proposals are apt 
to encounter some rough sledding. '

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


The fifth governor of Indiana 


was Noah Noble, who was bom 
in ClarK county Virginia on Jan- 
uary 15,1794 and while yet a boy 
moved with the family to Ken- 
tucky, where he grew up to 
manhood. He then moved to 
Brookville, 
joined his' 


Indiana, where he 
brother James, who 


preceded him. Noah Noble took 
an active part in politics and 
was soon elected 
sheriff 
of 


Franklin 
county, serving two 


terms, after which in 1824, he 
was elected representatixe. to.the 
state legislature. 


Lazarus 
Noble, . a ' younger 


brother, was receiver , of>.'.public 
moneys, at Brookville, where was 
located the land office, at that 
time. It was later taken to In- 
dianapolis in 1326, but Lazarus 
died during the removal and No- 
ah was appointed in his place. 
Here his opportunities to- get ac- 
quainted with men of 'promi- 
nence, ^>ver the state was-' not 
neglected and he made and held 
many warm friends. 


In 1829 old "By the Eternal," 


was president and he whistled 
the well known tune of today, 
-To 
the victors belong 'the 


spoils," 'which then as now meant, 
that Whigs must vacate office. 
Noble was the Whig candidate 
for governor in 1831 and.defeat- 
ed, James G. Reed, the demo- 
cratic candidate by 2,791 votes. 
At the election Milton Stepp, a 
Whig and "Also ran," candidate, 
received 4,400 votes. In 18.34 No- 
ble again defeated Reed for gov- 
ernor. In that year the second 
State bank was chartered and 
its sound organization and splen- 
did service, reflects much credit 
on the governor, who sponsored 
it. It is said that no state bank 
note of the State bank of 
In- 


diana, ever 
went to protest 


which speaks volumes for ah in-- 
stitution\of that period, when 
surrounded by financial "Wild 
Cats" and opposed by the specu- 
lators. 


After-his term as governor ex- 


pired Noble became a member _of 
the Board, of Internal improve- 
ments and in 1841 was chosen 
for fund commissioner and ten- 
dered the .-position of general 
land commisisoner, but refused as 
•he ;believed his first duty was 
to-the state," Noble was a great 
promoter of the internal 'im- 
provement system and when it 
broke down, his popuarity de- 
cayed. A -candidate for u. S. 
Senator in 1836, he was defeated 
by Oliver H. Smith and again 
in 1839 by Albert S. White, for 
tfce same position<.He died Feb. 
8, 1844 and .was fifst buried at 
Greenlawii cemetery, but was 
later transferred 'to Crown Hill 
cemetery,"" on the abandonment 
of Greenlawn, which isjaiow a 
railroad yard.. 
> 


David Wallace, 'born April" 24, 


1799,.in Mifflin county, !Pa., was 
$he sixth governor of Indiana, 
coming to ,Ohio, when very 
young, with: his parents; ;he -lo- 
<catedTb.earj and they werq warm 
friends _qf General Harrison and" and a deputy for each. 
family,'and .through the influ- 
ence- 6f .-Haraisbh then -a member 
of Congress, Young Wallace se- 
cured a Cadetship at West Point 
where he graduated in .1821, and 
soon, .secured the position of .pro- 
fessor of 
mathematics 
there 


Later,'.he'''was commissioned: a 
lieutenant of artillery, 'but re- 
signed in a year. In politics -a, 
Whlf, arid as'a presiding officer 
he" had-.few-equals and no su- 


perior, 
moving to Brookville 


ind., he was elected to the state 
legislature for three terms and 
in 1831 elected lieutenant gov- 
ernor and again elected in 1834 


In 1837, he defeated John Du- 


mont, of Vevay for governor. He 
favored internal improvements 
and on this issue was elected. 
The world knows the history of 
the internal improvement acts in 
Indiana, financial ruin, bank- 
ruptcy and a total collapse of en- 
terprises begun, with-not a sin- 
gle state undertaking completed 
The railroad and canal era 
marked Wallace's incumbancy 
in office. During his administra- 
tion, the last Indiana tribe—the 
Pottawattomies—were removed to 
Missouri, by an armed force un- 
der General John. Tipton. V* 
'lace was defeated for renomina- 
tion and election, by a RushvUle 
man—Samuel Bigger—a man not 
identified with internal improve- 
ments. 


Wallace resumed the practice 


of law, when his term as gover- 
nor expired. In 1841 he was elect- 
ed to .congress, he was a member 
of the committee on ways and 
means "and cast the deciding 
vote, in favor ot the donation to 
Prof. Morse, to help develop the 
telegraph, then in its infancy. 
This vote cost him a re-election, 
as his opponents, made the vote 
a matter of ridicule and extrava- 
gance. What would the business 
world do today without the tele- 
graph, .telephone and radio, all 
based bb a knowledge of the uses 
of. electricity? He was elected 
judge of the 
Common Pleas 


court of Marion county in 1856 
'but died suddenly Sept. 4, 1859 
and is buried at Indianapolis. He 
was the first Indiana governor to 
issue a "Thanksgiving Proclama- 
tion" and he issued But the one. 
David Wallace was a near rela- 
of the Wallace family of this 
place. 


Thomas Wallace, father of the 


late John Wallace, died in 1862, 
in the Union army. 


The Bill (an enabling act) pro- 


viding'for the admission of In- 
diana as a state, was signed by 
President Madison, April 19, 1816 
and: one of the five donations 
made to the new state was sec- 
tions of land for a state capital. 
Opposition to a -similar BUI to 
admit Mississippi, delayed the 
passage of the Indana BUI. There 
were only thirteen 
organized 


counties in the state at the time 
.of admission. 
' Cory don.-was then the capital 
-and the forty three delegates to 
the Constitutional convention of 
181:6, taxed to the .limit, the 
tavern accommodations of that 
village. They were in 
session 


from Monday, June 10, to Satur- 
day, June 29, or eighteen working 
days. The first general assembly 
met at Corydon Novi 4, 1816 and 
remained in. session untU Jan. 3,: 
1817. _No state or local 
officers, 


had-been elected by the people,; 
except the governor and sheriff 


After organization the assem- 


bly proceeded.' to canvass the 
vote and declared Jennings and 
-Harrison elected governor and 
lieutenant governor respectively. 
Nov: 8, they chose James Noble 
and Walter Taylor U. S. sena.- 
tprs and "on the 16th William H. 
Lilly as auditor and.Daniel 
CJ 


Lane, •treasure^1 "of state.: Jtobert 
A. New "was chosen secretary/of 
state .and' Jesse L. Hojman.: Tho- 


mas H. Blake and Joseph Bar- 
tholomew, were chosen electors 
to cast the state vote for Jame; 
Monr,oe for president. Benjamin 
Parke was chosen judge of the 
first circuit court, David Ray- 
mond of the second and John 
Test of the third. 


The whipping post was at that 


time a lawful means of punish- 
ment. The Vincennes Centennial 
of May 6, 1820, says in part, "On 
Thursday last the minds of our 
citizens were shocked by the 
shameful spectacle of s. fellow 
citizen tied to a post and flogged 
ike a dog, under the sentence of 
the circuit court now sitting in 
our town. The criminal code of 
Indiana is a disgrace to civiliza- 
tion and it ill becomes our law- 
yers to boast of their refinement, 
while they sanction this snecies 
of brutality." ,Much of our early 
constitution and laws" are with 
us today, but the constitution of 
1851 with amendments and laws 
enacted are now the law of the 
land. 


The Ohio river falls at Louis- 


ville caused a hindrance to navi- 
gation, above that place. Gover- 
nor Jennings had recommended 
the building of a canal on the In- 
diana side of the river, and after 
the failure of two 
chartered 


companies, the state of Kentucky 
chartered a company in 1825, 
which was backed by PhUadel- 
phia capital and $290,00 sub- 
scribed by the United States 
Four years after its contract date 
1827, the canal was finished.

They 
me't May 22, 1820 and spent the 
time till June 7th 'examining 
White river and adjoining terri- 
tory and finally agreeing on a 
site at the mouth of Fall Creek 
which is now the location of our 
Capitol. 


Jeremiah Sullivan of Madison 


is given credit for naming the 
city to be, after a stormy session 
of the General Assembly and a 
fight to name it Tecumseh, by 
Indian fighters. 


The platting followed closely 


that, of the City of Washington. 
D. C. Alexander Ralston 
and 


Elias Fordham, were the survey- 
ors and both eastern men, who 
had viewed the city and plat of 
the National Capitol. 


From 1816 to 1825 immigration 


to Indiana was greatest in its 
history. The slate organized with 
only thirteen 
counties, but *in 


1825;' we nad fifty-two. Lots were 
advertised for sale, in newly or- 
ganized county seats, and settlers 
poured in from the south and 
east- The Ohio river was the art- 
ery of travel from the east and 
the south, and flowing streams in 
Indiana, served as highways to 
penetrate the interior. It was 
during this period that Rush 
county was carved out and or- 
ganized. At one time, Knox coun- 
ts extended to Canada, and was 
Indiana. Once clear of the Brit- 
ish and Indiana, the Northwest 
territory rapidly -developed and 
thpae. "states are today, our lead- 
ing agricultural states. 


History, as a study, in our pub- 


lic schools,, should be confined to. 
a history of our state, until, ad- 
vanced classes are" prepared' to 
take up U; S. history and, I ques- 
tioa: the method of .class recita- 


tion, above the primary grades. 
I rather prefer the topical and li- 
arary method of study of his- 
tory, as being more interesting 
and attractive to the student. 
The "tape line" and ^"yardstick11; 
method of any study, I have1 
found to be" a mistake, as mind, 
cannot be measured as can mat- 
ter. In my school days we used 
Quackenbos History in school and 
actually found Indiana named as 
a state, date of admission and 
capital city—little else of a state 
famed,' wherever 
civilization 


exists, for brain and brawn, art, 
science and invention. 
|

world the .Gattling gun—like 
Pat's rat, a poor thing to brag 
about—the automobUe, the air- 
plane, the Bad's bridge—but the 
list is too long in inventions.
